Those who’ve been following the saga of 
my expansion from ’’plain vanilla” 128KB, 
single floppy PCjr to the mighty PCjr (XT) 
know that the system includes the 
following (bear with me ~ it’s relevant): 
512KB jrHotShot memory expansion; Dual 
Fonts chip to improve text quality on the 
PCjr Display; and a Nickel Express Turbo 
Board to increase clock speed from the 
standard 4.77 mhz of the PCjr (and PC) to 
about 7 to 7.5 mhz. This setup worked 
very well until I got a little cocky, as 
follows. 

I decided to replace the floppy drive 
with a newer, quieter Fujitsu M2551, 
which I had installed in another Junior 
and knew would give me quieter and less 
flaky operation. Good idea. I did it, 
it was a successful transplant and I 
looked around inside Junior after 
finishing the surgery to see how things 
were doing, CARAMBA! A loose wire was 
dangling out under the jrHotShot board 
(which fits snugly under the floppy 
drive)! 


but I’ll leave it at that, since this 
newsletter is read by minors. 

I didn’t want to send the whole thing to 
California for Paul Elau Consulting to fix 
because I didn’t want to take the time 
away from doing my PEANUT thing (and 
besides, UPS is expensive), I decided to 
take Junior to a local repair shop I’d 
heard good things about. And I did. And 
they fixed it, all right. And a little 
more. 

It took over a week for them to get to 
it, but after a while I called and they 
said that I could come by and get it. 

They handed me my computer and told me 
they’d soldered a wire from the pin to 
the socket and it now app>eared to be 
working well. I gave them the $140.00 
that’s the standard charge for PCjr work. 
They said thanks, and handed me a Zip- 
Lock bag containing the Dual Fonts chip

I carefully lifted out the jrHotShot from 
its socket, determined that the wire was 
from the Dual Fonts chip, and panicked - 
I had no earthly idea where it was 
supposed to connect! I called Paul Rau 
in Galt, CA, told the lady with the 
lovely voice what my problem was, and 
followed her directions to a solution. 
Then the real trouble started. 

I carefully replaced the jrHotShot - but 
I wasn’t careful enough. In the process 
of pushing it into place, I somehow 
managed to bend a pin on the underside of 
the board. Bad news turned into disaster 
when I tried to ever so gently straighten 
the bent pin. You guessed it: the pin 
dropped ever so gently into my hand and 
my 512KB memory expansion was silicon 
junk, or the next thing to it. To say 
that I was annoyed and perplexed is only 
^a tiny suggestion of my true feelings. 


’’Seems to be some kind of speedup 
arrangement and a chip that affects your 
Display output,” they said. ”We think 
that might be affecting your operation, 
and besides, the Junior wasn’t built to 
run that fast. Besides, we don’t think 
they’re very high quality construction, 
so we won’t install them. Drop the 
computer off after Christmas and we’ll 
try to find time to look at these things, 
(for another small fee) but we really 
don’t think God or IM intended for PCjrs 
to operate faster than XT’s. It’s 
against the natural order of things.” 

’’Boogie, boogie,” I exclaimed. ’’Squeak, 
wheeze, snort! Gasp!” 

”We thought you’d agree. You don’t weuit 
to engage in unnatural practices, do you? 
Have a nice day.”

BANK STREET WRITER PLUS

I have been using Bank Street Writer at 
home for several years. It did every¬ 
thing I needed to get me through a 
Masters Degree program and it is simple 
enough for my wife to learn without 
reading the documentation. 

About a year ago I upgraded to Bank 
Street Writer Plus. Broderbund also made 
this program compatible with a 128K 
single disk drive PCjr. Since the entire 
program loads into RAM, you can put your 
data disk in the A: drive and never have 
to swap disks except to run the spell 
checker. The major improvements to Bank 
Street Writer Plus are it has a spell 
checker and thesaurus, it is not copy 
protected, it has a pop up calculator, it 
did away with the password scheme, plus 
it has numerous smaller improvements. 
Bank Street Writer Plus is a very good 
low cost word processor. I recommend it 
highly. The only shortfall in my opinion 
is the lack of right justification. 

The reason I am writing is to let other 
users of this program aware of a dis¬ 
covery I made. The book says if you have 
256K, the spell checker will also load 
into RAM. I have a 256K (Microsoft 
Booster), 2 disk drive (Solid Rock Elec¬ 
tronics) PCjr, but the spell checker 
would not load into RAM. I discovered 
that the Microsoft MEMORY.SYS in the 
CONFIG.SYS creates a RAM disk of IIK even 
when specifying 0K RAM drive. This, 
together with the default of 16K screen 
memory plus DOS adds up to 56K leaving 
200K. The Bank Street Writer program 
uses 70K and reserves 30K of RAM for the 
text file I am writing. This leaves lOOK 
of RAM remaining, but the spell checker 
dictionary needs 105K of RAM. I was 5K 
short. To solve this problem, since this 
is not a graphics program, I set MEMORY. 



opening up an additional 12K of RAM - 7K 
more than I need. My MEMORY.SYS in my 
CONFIG.SYS file looks like this: 

DEVICE=MEMORY.SYS S:0 /v:4 /w 
S:=RAM disk size, v:=number of K of RAM 
reserved for screen memory, and w sets 
the display to 80 column. This works for 
my computer with the Microsoft Booster 
memory expansion. An equivalent setup in 
the CONFIG.SYS file on other memory 
upgrades should work as well. The payoff 
is that the spell checker works about 5 
times faster loaded in RAM than it does 
from floppy disk. It also runs about 30% 
faster (when) loaded in a RAM drive.

It's not too often when one can sit 
back and read a book or two that actually 
teaches us something while at the same 
time entertains us. Thanks to my Hawkeye 
PC Users Group Monthly Meeting Companion 
Lou Landweber, I became acquainted with 
the book, "The Secret Guide to Computers; 
Volume 1: Secret Skills." Lou had pur¬ 
chased this book and had enjoyed it so 
much he suggested I take a look at his 
copy, which I did. Lou also mentioned 
that there were two more volumes avail¬ 
able. We couldn't resist the temptation, 
so we purchased the additional volumes: 
Secret Thrills and Secret Chills. 

Don't stop - more on next page j 
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So what's so special (eh Church Lady?) 
about these books? Well, first of all 
they come highly recommended by other 
experts (besides Lou), like: The Boston 
Computer Society, the National Council of 
Teachers of Math, and the World Bank, to 
name a few. It is used at Harvard and 
M.I.T., Polaroid and Gillette, Planters 
Peanuts and M&M's, and many fire depart¬ 
ments! Each chapter is clearly written 
with lots of interesting, if not unusual, 
examples. For instance, in his first 
volume, the author, Russ Walter (fondly 
know as Russy Poo) discusses BASIC and 
shows how to use some BASIC commands, 
spiced up with a little humor, like the 
PRINT command. His example is as 
follows:

Russy Poo is also quite candid. He 
likes to tell us what he thinks of cer¬ 
tain products, and where you can get good 
buys. Each one of his chapters is very 
informative. In volume 1 he writes 
about: The Computer Industry, The Com¬ 

puter's parts, A Buyer's Guide, Personal 

programming. Powerful programming, DOS, 
Word Processing, Spreadsheets, and Data- 
management systems. I personally liked 
his chapter on why you should buy a com¬ 
puter. I think he watches Soaps! 

Volume 2 has chapters on: Amazing 
Applications, Electronic Pleasures, The 
literary computer. Artificial Intelli¬ 
gence, Computerizing your business. 
Advanced programming in BASIC, LOGO, 
PASCAL, and DBASE. Have you ever heard 
of Ramon Lull (1272 A.D.)? Or, how about 
Norbert Wiener (1947)? Read the chapter 
on Artificial Intelligence in Volume 2! 
It's super! 

In volume 3 you are introduced to: 
Micro Makers, FORTRAN, COBOL, "C", Alter¬ 
native languages. Bit Fiddling, Numerical 
Analysis, Our past. Your future. Would 
you like to know what goes on inside a 
CPU? Russy Poo "plucks the guts" of 
assembly languages in Volume 3. 


Supposedly Russy Poo is also known as 
the "Computer Guru" and offers his phone 
number for anyone who wants to call him, 
anytime, 24 hours a day. And guess what? 
He does not charge for this service, its 
FREE! 

Each one of his books is in its twelfth 
edition, and each book costs just $8.00 
and he offers discounts on quantities. 

If you are a novice to the high tech 
world of computers, then these are the 
books for you. If you are an old timer 
in this fast paced high tech society, 
you still might learn a think or two from 
Russy Poo. 

AUTOEXEC- BAT 
MADE SIMBLE 


In the Feb issue of the Metro PCjr 
Journal, Carl Haub’s Novice Corner 
addressed AUTOEXEC.BAT files. We 
reprint Carl’s article here in its 
entirety. 

This month we attack the mysteries of 
the AUTOEXEC.BAT file, one of the 
two files that the computer looks for 
when it is first turned on, i.e., 

"booted." As you know from prior 
installments, the machine must have a 
"system" disk in the disk drive when it 
is turned on. Using a plain system 
disk will boot your machine and bring 
you to a rudimentary, 40 column, "DOS 
prompt” such as A>. Try this: take 
the original DOS 2.1 disk out of the 
manual and boot your machine with it. 
After being prompted for the "date" 
and "time," you will see the large, 40 
column mode "A>" prompt. 

But what if you would prefer the 
more usual 80 column mode? With the 
DOS 2.1 disk still in drive a:, type 
"mode 80." You’ll see the display 
change to 80 column mode because the 
DOS disk has the program M0DE.COM 
on the disk in the first place. If it 
were not there, you would get "Bad 
command or file name." Anyway, 
wouldn’t it be better if jr always 
booted to 80 column AUTOmatically? 

Certainly, and that’s why 
AUTOEXEC.BAT exists. It will 
AUTOmatically EXECute any program 
you specify when you boot your jr. 

DOS will look to see if a file cedled 
AUTOEXEC.BAT is present on your 
boot disk at boot time. If it is, any 
programs c^ed for by AUTOEXEC.BAT 
will be duly executed IF they are 
present on the same disk that you’re 
booting with. On to setting up em 
AUTOEXEC.BAT. please turn page >>> 
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We presume that you have already 
created a boot disk by making a copy 
of your IX)S 2.1 disk. To get the 
machine to come up in 80 column mode, 
put your boot disk in the drive and 
type:

copy con autoexec.bat <CR> 
mode 80 <CR> 

CTRL-Z or Fn6 <CR> 

"Copy con*' simply means "copy this file 
to the disk from the console." The 
"console" is your keyboard; don’t ask 
why, it’s left over from old IBM 
mainframe days. <CR> stands for 
"carriage return" or the "Enter" key. 
CTRL-Z and Function 6 are alternatives 
for "end-of-file" markers and simply say 
that that’s all we want to type at this 
point for this file. When you hit the 
"Enter" key again (after CTRL-Z or 
Fn6), the file will be saved. To prove 
it, type "dir a<.<," Only files starting 
with the letter "a" will be displayed 
and AUTOEXEC.BAT will be one. 

Now "reboot" your jr and watch 
your AUTOEXEC.BAT do the "MODE 
80" work for you.

SOFTWARE COMPATIBILITY UPDATE 
AND OTHER INFO FROM THE 
METRO PCjr JOURNAL 

Carl Haub reports in the January 
1990 issue of Metro PCjr Journal on the 
compatibility status of several recently 
released programs. Here's a summary of 
his findings. (As always, "Thanks, Carl 
and Metro”'.) 

Zany Golf and Battle Chess wiU use 
three-voice sound if you first run a 
program that turns on PCjr's sound, 
such as any Sierra game and immediately 
exiting the program and then starting 
Zany Golf or Battle Chess. 

All Sierra On-Line games now support 
PCjrs [if you have enough memory - 
usually 640K]. 

Blue Angelsf Rack 'Em, and Hardball 
II won't run on Juniors. (Tom Crider of 
jrNewsletter is working with Accolade to 
get them to write their programs for 
PCjrs. Thanks, Tom!) 

Microprose F-19 may or may not 
work. It has so many versions on the 
market that it's Russian roulette whether

It displays 16 
colors if you have the "Tandy mod." or 
in black and white if you don't. 

Other comments he derived from the 
jrNewsletter (most probably require at 
least 512K):

Battletech (Infocom) - displays 16 
colors. May have to erase the file 
$ERIFY.BXE. 

Five on Five (Electronic Arts) - not 
compatible.

Hoyles Card Games (Sierra On-Line) - 
GREAT on PCjrs - in 16 colors! 

Indianna Jones & the Last Crusade 
(LucasFilm / Electronic Arts) - GREAT on 
PCjrs - in 16 colors! 

John Elway QB Football (Melbourne 
House) - doesn't run. 

John Madden's Football (Electronic 
Arts) - runs in 16 colors. 

Metropolis (?) - doesn't run. 

My Label Maker (?) - OK on PCjr. 

Red Storm Rising (Microprose) 
displays in 4 colors. 

Microsoft Works 2.0 (Microsoft) 
runs fine except can't use macros. Must 
run PCjr using JRCONFIG shareware or 
MSKEY pubUc domain patch programs. 

Other news from the Metro PCjr

Dave Tursan suggests leaving Junior 
on if you are planning on starting up 
again within two hours. He states that 
what's hard on Junior is repeated 
heating up and cooling down of the 
central processing unit (CPU).

COMPUTER PREDICTIONS OF 1990 

John Dvorak and Jim Seymore have 
pulled out their crystal balls and once 
again stuck their necks out in the Jan. j 
1990 issue of PC/COMPUTING magazine. 
Some of their predictions seemed inter¬ 
esting to consider. 

* OS/2 will become more widely 
accepted. 

* Laptops, laser printers and CD- 
ROMs wiU become much more commonplace 
as prices come down and technology 
improves. 

* Expect a shake-out in the computer 
game market because of a glut of new 
games released this past year. 

* Intel's soon-to-be-released full- 
speed 20MHz 386SX chip will become the 
most popular computer chip. [Seymore's 
logic seems sound. The 386SX chip's cost 
will come close to that of the 286 and 
nudge the low cost 286 AT's. The 386's 
market share will dwindle as the 486 
attracts the high power computer jocks 
and the 386SX shows that it has enough 
speed (at 20 MHz) and low power con¬ 
sumption to nibble away at the other end 
of the potential 386 purchaser pool.] 

USING COMPRESSED AIR CANS

contain fluorohydrocarbons which may be 
damaging to the earth's ozone layer.

Dust-Off Plus [don't get " Dust-Off " 1 
from Falcon Safety Products (201-707- 
4900) costs $37.00. 

PerfectDuster II [don't get " Perfect 
Duster"] from PerfectData Corp. (805-581- 
4000) costs $9.00. 

CleanDuster from Discwasher (805- 
678-9610) costs $20.00. 

Lyben Computer Systems (313-589- 
3440) is one mail order company which 
sells all three products.
